One of these classes 
of projectiles is called the : educed 
caliber, jacketed bullet.

formerly in use in the British army 
and subsequently used by the Ser­ 
vians. 
To the third class belong the 
expanding bullets, the soft-nosed bul­ 
let and the dum-dum bullet.

authorities speak of the first class as 
the pointed bullet. 
It has less stop­ 
ping power than the other two.

greater part of the nations

world use the ogival bullet, a pointed 
bullet whose tip forms

T ie two bullets now in use, the 
ogival and the blunt-nosed, have a 
rotary and a wabbling motion. On im- 
pact they produce a wound like that 
marie by the Bow of a hammer.
